A Larbesseale offensive against. the Japanese in the 
Nanking-Chinkiang area was launched yester- 


-day, according to military despatches. toh 


Despatches state that the Chinese troops are ad- 
vancing in three columns along the highway 
from Hangchow towards Nanking and Chin- 


- kiang. 

Another cotumn, giecutnn fur- 
ther east, is pushing towards Hu- 
chow (Wuhing), an important town 
on the south shore of Taihu Lake. 
| fhe Chinese forces which crossed 

the Chientang River; in Chekiang 
Province, .are said to be advancing 
in the direction of Hangchow. 

The Chinese have launched  an- 
other attack on Kaifeng, in Honan. 

Whey surprised the Japanese, 
troke through their defences and 
eccupicd the railway station and 
tho western suburbs. 

The Chinese withdrew after: 
setting fire to Japanese supplies and 
munition depots.—iReuter. 

VICTORY IN SHANSES 
Sian, To-day. 

Chinese forces in.southeast Shan- 
si have administered another blow 
to the Japanese driving southward 
from Taiku and Pingyao. Maling- 
_ kyyvan, = important mountain’ pass 
southeast of Taiku, has been re- 
captured. The Japanese are re- 
ported to be retreating in a  unor- 
tkerly direction. 

Following up, the Chinese 
pushing towards Tailor. 

The Japanese column driving 
_ towards Tsinyuan from Pingyao 
have withdrawn to Pingyao after 
ercountering. stiff Chinese _ resis- 
tance, Wanglachen, south of Ping- 
yao, which fell into Japanese hands 
recently, has returned to Chinese 
contro] and the countryside is 
now cleared, of Japanese soldiers. 

Another Japanese column pushing 
towards Wusiang has also been re- 
pulsed. ° Kuchencheng and ‘Pan- 
shihchen have been ‘retaken. 
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On the Fowshan sector, south 
east of Linfen, Chinese forces are 
continuing “clearingwp” operations, 
following their recapture . of | the 
town.—Central News. . 

KAOAN’S FALL 
Changsha, To-day. 

The recapture of Kaoan, key- 
town on the 
highway, was claimed early yester- 
day morning. 

Japanese forces in Kaoan were 
practically | annihilated during 
fierce street fighting which follow- 
ed the Chinese entrance into the 
town. Large quantities of ammun- 
ition were seized. 

The recapture was achieved by a 
series of flanking movements which 
resulted in the re-occupation of all 
important. heights outside the town 
on the afternoon of April 22. 

Yesterday, the Chinese forces 
stormed barbed wire positions of 
the Japanese and hurled hundreds 
of hand-grenades to silence ‘the 
crackling of enemy machine-guns. 
—Central News.

The scurrilous “letter” is written 
in block letters on a shoct of the

“All great men run similar risks! 
Only fools like you are left to die 
undisturbed in their beds.
